ing apparatus ; (r) the solution , t f problems which .arise in connection with 
standards; (/) the determination of physical constants and properties of ma- 
terials. when such data are of great importance to sHcntitic or manufacturing 
interests and are not to he obtained of sulllcicnt accuracy elsewhere: (p) for- 
mation of standards for public utility service; (It) tesjing structural and other 
materials; D) technologic researches; and other investigations as authorized 
by Don gross. 

The bureau is authorized to exercise its functions for tlu* Government of the 
United States, for any State or municipal government within the United Stntes, 
or fdr any scientific society, educational institution, firm.. corporation, or indi- 
vidual wttldn the United States engaged in manufacturing or other pursuits re- 
quiring the use of standards or standard measuring instruments. I-'or all com- 
parisons. calibrations, tests, or investigations, except those performed for t lie 
Government of the United States or State governments, a reasonable fe^vlll be 
charged.

General information and duties .— The act approved March 4, 1913, creating 
the Department of Labor, provided a Bureau of Naturalization, and that the 
Commissioner .of Naturalization, or. in his absence, the Deputy Commissioner 
of Naturalization, shall be the administrative officer in charge of the Bureau 
of Naturalization and of the administration of the naturalization laws under 
the Immediate direction of the Secretary of Labor, Under the provisions of the 
act of June 29, 1906. naturalization jurisdiction was conferred upon approxi- 
mately 3.500 United States and State courts. The duties of the Bureau of 
Naturalization are to sujiervlse the work of these courts in nuturnllzntlon’mat- 
ters, to require an accounting from the. clerks of courts for all naturalization 
fees collected by them, examine and audit these accounts, depart them in the 
Treasury of the Unit**! States through the disbursing clerk of the department, 
and render an accounting therefor quarterly to the Auditor for the State ami 
Other Departments, to conduct all correspondence relating to naturalization, 
and, through its held officers located In various cities of the United States, to 
Investigate the qualifications of Die candidates for citizenship and represent 
the Government at the hearings of i>etItlons for naturalization. In Its ndndn- 
Istratlon of the naturalization laws the bureau obtains the cooperation of the 
public-school authorities throughout the United States, receives reports thero- 
fronrof courses in ^citizenship instruction, and, acting as a clearing house of 
Information on civic Instruction. It disseminates the Information received 
throughout the public-school system. It stimulates the preparation of candi- 
dates foncltlzenshlp for their new responsibilities bv bringing them Into contact 
at the earnest moment Avlth the Americanizing Influences of the public-school 
systetp, nnd thereby contributes to the elevntlon of citizenship standards. In the 
archives of the bureau are filed duplicates of all certificates of naturalization 
grnntod since September 26, 1906, as well n s the preliminary papers of nlj can- 
didates for citizenship filed since that divte, averaging an annual receipt of 
approximately 450.000 naturalization papers,

in which may, in the opinion of tiie board, affect detriment i'ly such production: 
(c) to provide such machinery by direct appointment or otherwise for selection 
of committees or boards to sit In various pitrts of the country where controver- 
sies arise, to secure settlement by local mediation and conciliation; and (d) fn 
summon the parties to the controversy for hearing and notion bv the bonrd. In 
case of failure to secure settlement by local mediation apd conciliation. No 
cognizance of any controversy is taken where there is by agreement or Federal 
law a means of settlement which has uot been invoked.

— The National Research Connell of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences was organized at the request Of President Wilson 
in 1016, under the charter of the National Academy of Sciences. Its purpose is 
to promote research in tbe mathematical, physical, and biological sciences ami 
in their applications In engineering, agriculture, medicine, and other usefufarts. 
During the wnr the Research Council, serving as tbe Department of Science ami 
Research of the ( ouncit of National Defense, is devoting its entire attention to 
tiie solution of military and industrial problems. The Mllftnrv Committee of 
the Research Council, consisting of the chiefs of the technical and scientific 
bureaus of the Army and Navy and other Government Departments, affords the 
necessary contact .with the work of the Government, and the means of securing 
cooperation between governmental and civil agencies. The chief work hitherto 
accomplished by the Research Council includes the organization of the Division 
of Science and Research of the United States Signal Corps, including the 
meteorological service of the Army ; initiation of the sound ranging service of 
the Army; development of the psychological methods now employed lu exam- 
ining all Army recruits; organization of the Research Information Committee 
in cooperation with the Army and Navy Intelligence Services, with offices In 
Washington, I/mdon, and Paris; organization of extensive researches on sub- 
marine problems in cooperation with the Special Submarine Hoard of the N:iw • 
organization of large cooperative investigations In agriculture, Involving the 
Joint action of the Department of Agriculture, state Experiment Stations, and 
universities; organization of medical researches for the Surgeon General of 
the Army ; cooperation with educational institutions, leading to the organization 
of 72 research committees ; development of many new* instruments and devices 
for use by the Army and Navy.

Its general control revises In a 
governing board made up of the diplomatic representatives in Washington of 
the 20 Latin- American Governments. and the Secretary of State of the Putted 
States, the latter being ex officio chairman thereof. Its executive officers a tv. a 
Director General and an Assistant Director, elected by the board. They in 
turn are assisted by a trained staff of statisticians, editors, compilers, trade 
experts, translators, librarians, and lecturers. It is strictly interimtioiml in 
its scope, purpose, and control, and each nnf^n has equal authority, in its 
administration wKb each other nation and without the predominant influence 
of any one nation. Its activities apd facilities include the following: The pub- 
lication In English, Spanish, Portuguese, and French of an illustrated monthly 
bulletin, which is u record of the progress of all’the Republics; the publica-

General information and duties — The original act to regulate commerce 
approved February 4, 1887. provided for a commission consisting of five mem- 
bers. By various amendatory and supplementary enactments the powers of the 
commission have been increased and the scoi>e of the regulating statute ma- 
terially widened. Among the more important of these enactments are the acts 
of March 2. 1889; the Elkins Act, approved February £9. 1903; the Hepburn 
Act, approved .Tune 20, 1900; the Mann-Elkins Act of frune 18. 1910; the acts 
of August 24. 1912, May 29 und August 9, 1917; Under the act of August 9 
* 917 , the commission is now co pjpbsed of nine members. 

The commission appoints a secretary, who is its chief administrative and 
executive officer, an assistant secretary, und such attorneys, examiners, special 
agents, and clerks ns are necessary to the proper iierforuiance of its duties 
, The act to regulate commerce applies to all common carriers eirgaged in the 
trniisjmrtatio^ of oil or other commodities, except water and natural or 
artificial gas. by moans of pipe lines, or purtly by pipe lines and partly hy 
'mil road, or partly by pipe- lines and partly by water, ami to telegraph, tele- 
phone. anti cable companies (whether wire or wireless) engaged in sending 
messages from one State, Territory, or District of the United States to any 
other State. Territory, or District of the United States, or to nnv foreign 
country, and to common carriers engaged in interstate transportation of passen- 
gers or property wholly, by railroad (or partly by railroad and partly hy water 
when both are used under a common control, management, or ‘arrangement for 
a continuoOs cnrrlageor shipment*; also to express companies and sleeping- 
car companies; am) to bridges or ferries used or operated In connection with 
any railroad ongnged In Interstate transportation. 

The act to regulate commerce requires all rates to he reasonable and just; 
prohibits undue or unreasonable preferences or advantages la transport** tlon 
rates or facilities; prohibits the charging of a higher rate for n shorter than 
for a longer haul, over the same line, in the same direction, the shorter being 
Included within the longer haul, or the charging of any greater compensation ns 
u through route than the aggregate of the intermediate rutes subject to the 
act. It is provided, however, tliut the commission may, In special cases after 
investigation, authorize 'carriers to Charge less for longer than for shorter 
distances. The commission is authorized to require -carriers to establish 
through routes and Joint rates. The commission Is also authorized to require 
carriers subject to the act to construct switch connections with lateral branch 
lines of railroads and privhte side tracks. The act provides that where two or 
more through routes and through rates shall have boon established shippers 
tihnll have the right to designate in writing via which of such through routes 
the proi»erty. shall be transported to destination. 

.The commission hris jurisdiction, upon complaint or in a proceeding insti- 
tuted upon its own initiative and -after full hearing, to determnelihd prescribe 
reasonable' rates, regulations, and practices; lo award reparation to Injured 
shippers; and to-requlre carriers tb cease and desist from unjust discrimination 
nr undue or. unreasonable preferences. 
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portatlon unless such rites, rules, and regulations are published and filed 
Severe penalties are provided In the statute for failure to observe the rates 
an<l regulations shown in the published tariffs. 

The commission may Inquire into the management of the business of ali 
common carriers subject to the provisions of the act to regulate commerce, and 
may prescribe the accounts, records, and memoranda which shall be kept by 
the carriers which shall he open to examination by the commission through 
Unauthorized agents or examiners. ’Carriers are required to file annual rei>orts 
with the commission, aod such other reports as may from time to time be 

By the act of June 18. 1910 (Mann-Elkins law), the Jurisdiction of the com- 
mission was Increased ns to through routes and joint rates, freight classification 
swUch connect Ions, long and short hauls, filing or rejection of rate schedules! 
investigations on own, motion, determining reasonable rates, suspension of 
proposed rates and other matters. This act also authorized the President to 
apt>oint a special commission to investigate questions pertaining to the issuance 
of railroad stocks and bonds.

Jurisdiction is conferred upon the commission to enforce certain provisions of 
the act approved October 15, 1914, to supplement existing laws against unlawful 
restraints and monopolies in so far as such provisions relate to carriers subject 
to the act to regulate commerce. The net prohibits, with certain exceptions, car- 
riers from discriminating between purchasers in sales of commodities and from 
making leases or sales of commodities and from acquiring stock or capital of

The act upproved March 4, 1915, whlth became effective June 2, 1915, as 
amended August 9, 1916, makes common carriers liable for all loss, damage, or 
injury to property caused by them, and forbids, with, certain exceptions 1 imi- 
tations of liability. 

The act of February 11, 1903, provides that suits in equitv brought under the 
act to regulate commerce, wherein the United States is complainant, tnnv be ex- 
Indited and given precedence over other suits, and that appeals from the circuit 
f <’<Hirt lie only to the Supreme Court. The act of February 19. 1903, commonly 
railed the Elkins law, prohibits rebating, .allows proceedings In the courts by 
injunction to restrain departures from published rates, and pruvides*tbat cases 
prosecuted under the direction of the Attorney General in the name of the com- 
mission shall be included within the expediting act of February 11, 1903. 

Under, the act of August 7, 1888, all Government-aided railroad and telegraph 
companies lire required to tile certain reports and contracts with the commis- 
sion, nnd it is the commission’s duty to decide questions relating .to the inter- 
change of business between such Government-aided telegraph company and any 
connecting tjjpgraph company. The act provides penalties for failure to com- 
ply 'vith th<raet-of the orders of the commission, 

The act of March 2, 1893, known as the safety-appliance act, provides that 
railroad cars used in Interstate commerce mtist be equipped with automatic 
couplers, and drawbars of u standard height for freight cars, and have grab 
irons or handholds in the ends and sides of each car; ami that locomotive en- 
gines used in moving interstate traffic shpll be equipped with a power driving- 
wheel* brake and appliances for operating the train-brake system. The act di- 
rects the commission to lodge with the proper district attorneys information of 
such violations as may come to its knowledge. The act of March 2, 1903, 
amended this act so as to make its provisions apply to Territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, to all cases when couplers of whatever design are brought 
together, and to all locomotives, car.4, nml other equipment of any railroad en- 
gaged in interstate traffic, except logging cars nml cars used upon street rail- 
ways; and provides for a minimum number of ulr-brnkcd cars in trains, 

Iiy act of April 14, 1910, the safety-appliance acts were supplemented so as to 
require railroads to equip their cars with siM steps, hand brakes, ladders, run- 
ning boards, and roof handholds, nnd the commission was authorized to desig- 
nate the number/ dimensions, location, and nmpner of application of appliances. 

By^act of May 6, 1910, the prior accident -reimrts law' was repeal ed and a new 
st a fate passed giving more power to the commission ns to Investigating acci- 
dents, and is more comprehensive than the former law. 

The act of M r h 4, 1907, makes it the duty of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to enforce the provisions of the act wherein it Is made unlawful to 
require or permit employees engaged In or connected with the movement of 
trains to be on duty more than n sjwclfied number of hours In. any 24. 

The act of May 30, 1908 A ,dlrects the Interstate Commerce Commission to make 
regulations for the safe transportation of explosives by common carriers en- 
gaged in Interstate commerce. A penalty Is provided for violations of such 
regulations. 

The act of May. 30, 1908, makes it the duty of the Interstate Comnierce Com- 
mission to enforce the provisions of the net wherein it is provided that after 
a certain date no locomotive shall be used In moving interstate or foreign * 
traffic, etc., not equipped with an ash pan which can be emptied without re- 
quiring a man to go under such locomotive. A penalty Is provided for violations 
of this act. v ’ 

The act of February 17, 1911, confers jurisdiction upon tfie.connnlssion to 
enforce certain provisions compelling railroad companies to "eqdip their locomo- 
tives with safe and sultnble boilers and appurtenances thereto. , 

R y an amendatory act approved* March 4, 1915, the powers of the commis- 
sion to inspect and to prescribe standards of safety for locomotive* boilers and 
appurtenances thereto was extended to include “all parts and' appurtenances 
of the locomotive and tender.'* 

The urgent deficiency appropriation net approved October 22, 1913. contains * 
ap appropriation of $25,00Q to enuble the .commission to investigate and test " ' *

eluding experimental tests of such systems and appliances as shall be furnished, 
In completed shape, to the commission for Investigation and test, free of cost to 
the Government, in accordance with the provisions of joint resolution approved 
June 30, 1906, and sundry civil appropriation act upproved May 27, 1008. 
Provision was made in the sundry civil appropriation acts approved August p, 
1914, March 3, 1915, July 1 ; 1916, and June 12, 1917, for continuing the investi- 
gation and testing of these systems and appliances. 

The act making appropriations for the service of the Post Ofllce Department 
approved July 28, 1916, empowers the commission to fix and determine fair 
and reasonable rates and (‘ompensutlon for the transportation of mall matter by 
railway common carriers and service Connected therewith, prescribing the 
method by weight or space, or both, or otherwise. 


General publications .— Act to Hegulate Commerce ami Amendments’ Con- 
tains the original act as revised to date and all acts passed by Congress con- 
ferring Jurisdiction upon the commission, but not all acts passed under the 
commerce clause of the Constitution. 

Kules of Practice before the Commission.’ Issued for the guidance of litigants 
before the commission, und also contains a form to la* followed In the tiling of a 
formal complaint.

(, dural information and duties. — The Federal Board for Vocational Education 
was created by act of Congress approved February 23, JUJ7. This act makes 
appropriations to be used in cooperation with the States in the promotion of 
vocational education. For the fiscal year 1917-1S the amount appropriated is 
*i.;SWXX), but the appropriation increases annually until in 15)25-20 it reaches 
$1,307,000, which sum is provided unuunlly thereafter. The money so npprnpri* 
n t 1 is to he given to the various States for the purpose of inaugurating, or 
stimulating vocational education in agriculture and the trades ami industries 
and in the preparation of teachers of vocational subjects. Its ulliApicnk is 
upon the condition that for each dollar of Federal money expended toe Shhe 
or local community, or both, in which schools are established shall expend an 
equal amount for the same purpose. 

The duties imposed upon the hoard are of a twofold character: First, it is the 
representative of the Government appointed to cooperate with hoards appointed 
by the States in promoting vocational education; mid. second, it is required to 
make, or cause to have made, reports on viH’ntionul subjects. As representative, 
of the Government, it examines the plans submitted by the various State hoards 
containing the scheme of vocational education to he’ conducted by the Stales, 
and approves the same if found to he in conformity# with the provisions ami 
purposes of the act. It ascertains annually whet heif the several States are 
using, or prepared to use, the money received by them in accordance with the 
provisions of the statute, uml each yt*ur it certifies to the Secretary of the* 
Treasury the States which have eomiHied with the provisions of the act, 
together with the amount which each State is entitled to receive. In the 
preparation of reports it is charged with -the duty of making studies and 
iuvestigation^relating to the establishment of voeatioual schools or classes and 
the courses nnd studies to ho taught therein. It* is also required to make 
studies, investigations, mid reports upon agriculture ‘and agricultural processes 
and requirements upon agricultural workers; trades, industries, and appren- 
ticeships. trade and industrial requirement* upon industrial workers, and 
classification of Industrial processes and pursuits; commerce and commercial 
pursuits and requirements upon commercial workers; home inamigemctil. 
domestic science, and related facts and principles; and problems of administra- 
tion of vocational schools and of courses of study nnd instruction in vocational 
subjects. The board was organized on July 17, 1918.

General information and duties— By not approved May 17, 1910, Congress 
created us a permanent body the riationnl Commission of Fine Arts. The com- 
mission is ‘‘composed of seven well-quaHfled judges of the fine arts,” who 
are nppointed by the President nnd serve for a period of four years each, 
and until their successors are appointed nnd qualified. 

Under the provisions of this organic act Congress directs that “ It glint i lie the 
duty of the commission to advise upon the location of statues, fountains, and 
monuments in the public squares, streets, nnd parks in the District of Columbia, 
and upon the selection of models for statues, fountains, nnd monuments erected 
under the authorlty k of the United States nml upon the selection of the artists 
for the execution of same. It shall be the duty of the oflicer charged by law to 
determine such questions in each case to call for such advice. The foregoing 
provisions of this act shall not apply to the Capitol Building of the United 
States and the building of the Library of .Congress. The commission shall also 
advise generally upon questions of art when required to do so by the President 
or by nny committee of either House of Congress.” 

By Executive order dated October 25, 1910, the President directed that ” Plans 
for no public building to be erected in the District of Columbia for the General 
Government shall be hereafter finally approved by the officer duly ^authorized- 
until after such officer shall have submitted the plans to the Commission of Fine 
Arts created under the act of Congress qf May 17, 1910, for its ooiument and 
advice.” * 

On February 2, 1912, the President directed the commission to advise the 
officer In charge of public buildings and ground^ In regard to the Improvement 
of any of the grounds iu the city of Washington pncler his charge whenever “ 
such advice is asked for by that officer. That officer now uniformly 'consults 
the commission regarding details of the development of all the parks and res- 
ervations under his control. 

On November 28, 1913, the President Issued the following Executive order: 

M It Is hereby ordered^ that whenever new structures are to be Erected In the 
District of Columbia under the direction of the Federal Government which 
affect In any Important wify the appearance of the city, or whenever questions 
involving matters of art and with which the Federal Government Is concerned 
f are to be determined, final action shall not be taken unfit such plans and 
1 questions have been submitted to the Commission of Fine Arts designated under 
the act of Congress of May 17, 1910, for comment and advice.” 

In order that the development of the District of Columbia may proceed har- 
moniously both under Federal nnd District jurisdictions, the President has 
requested the Board of Commissioners of the District of Columbia to consult 
the Commission of Flpe Arts on matters of art falling under their Jurisdiction * 
and control, 

-The duties of the commission, therefore, now embrace advising upon the loca- 
tion of statues, fountains, and monuments In the public squares, streets, nnd 
parks in the District of Columbia ; upon the selection of models for statues 
fountains, and monuments erected under the authority of the United Stntes! 
and the selection of the artists for their execution ; upon the plans and designs 
for public structures and parks in the District of Columbia, as well as upon 
all questions involving matters of art with which the Federal Government Is con- 
cerned. In addition, the. commission advises upon general questions of art 
whenever requested to do so by the’ President or any' committee of Congress.

It is » relief organization with Government sanction, 
and, as such, assists the Army und Navy whenever called uj>on to help care 
for the wounded and suffering. It furnishes aid to 'civilians in buttle-swept 
areas suffering directly tin? devastation of war. It is a medium of communi- 
cation between the* peopled the United States of America and their Army and 
Navy. It also helps to maintain and strengthen the morale of American (Jght- 
lng forces by looking after the health and comfort of their families at homo. 
Apart from the exigencies of war. it is the national organization for adminis- 
tering relief in times of disaster, flood, famine or plague. 

— The Bureau of Publications is charged with the 
editing and publishing of what is known as tire A. 'It. C- series of pamphlets. 
These pamphlets have serial numbers indicative of the general type of activi- 
ties covered by the publications. They are in the main directions for 'those 
engaging in these activities and are published as the demaud arises for them.
